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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments in the Remarks of the 
proposed amendment are not persuasive. The Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to sample 1024 points for use in 
calculating an OSNR, arguing that "one of ordinary skill would have used a larger number of points in Shin (> 65536), not a smaller number 
of points (i.e., 1024 points)", and arguing that Shin requires 65536 sample points to calculate an OSNR. However, Shin only states that 
65536 points are used for the FFT. The FFT is only part of the information used to calculate OSNR, different from the power information. 
The obviousness of 1024 points in the rejection is with respect to the average power calculation of the combination of both Shin and Ames. 
The 65536 points in Shin do not speak to average power. Therefore, regardless of 65536 points for an FFT, 1024 points is still a large, 
obvious number of points to use for determining average power in the combination. 
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
